Draft Warrant Article 1: ARB is now allowed to reduce amount of 
parking on site by 75%; establish warrant article that discusses 
requirements for Off-Street HP parking. 

Raia motions to move motion Draft Warrant Article 1, Fallon 
seconded, all in favor, motioned approved. 

DeAngelis Amends Raia’s proposal — wants to work on language 
prior to Disability Commission’s Emergency Warrant Article Meeting 
on January 27". 

Draft Warrant Article 2: Amend the zoning bylaw to ensure that all 
permits, including special permits are conditioned upon compliance 
with the Architectural Access Board and American with Disabilities 
Act standards. 

Raia motioned to move that the Disability Commission file Draft 
Warrant Article 2; Parravano seconded, all in favor — motion 
approved.
